Another day of market volatility 


Dow’s 1,500-point drop blunted upward arc, but it’s seen as a needed correction.

The Dow Jones industrial 
average plunged a heart-stop- 
ping 1,500 points in afternoon 
trading on Monday before 
gaining back some ground 
— and finishing at 24,342, or 
down 4.6 percent — as volatil- 
ity returned to the stock market 


witha vengeance after a year of 
rare tranquillity. 

The Dow has swung more 
than 2,100 points in the past 
two sessions, a decline pushing 
more than 8 percent and shat- 
tering long-term momentum. 
The index gave up 500 points 
in a matter of minutes Monday 
afternoon as Wall Street wags 
tried to decode events. 


One of the big worries is that 
the Federal Reserve, under new 
Chairman Jerome Powell, who 
was officially sworn in Mon- 
day, will accelerate interest rate 
hikes and slow the economy. A 
slowing economy would likely 
turn the bull market toward 
bearish. 

There was also focus on 
the 10-year Treasury bond, a 


closely watched harbinger of 
investor sentiment. The yield’s 
rise toward 3 percent is widely 
believed to be a marker for 
investors to eschew equities 
for the appetizing stability of 
bonds. 

“If the yield on the 10-year 
hits 3 percent in the next sev- 
eral days, equities are likely to

Grand jury 
testimony 
begins in 
Noor case 


Witness list includes 
Minneapolis officer’s 
partner, trainers, educators.

The list of officers sum- 
moned to testify before a grand 
jury Tuesday indicates that Hen- 
nepin County Attorney Mike 
Freeman is trying to meet the 
legal standard to charge Minne- 
apolis police officer Mohamed 
Noor in the shooting death of 
Justine Ruszczyk Damond, legal 
experts say. 

Noor’s partner, Matthew 
Harrity, the sole witness, is 
among those who will be tes- 
tifying. But the majority of the 
more than 30 officers subpoe- 
naed are Noor’s trainers and 
academy educators, according 
to Bob Kroll, president of the 
Minneapolis Police Federation. 

Those witnesses could pro- 
vide Freeman with evidence 
to decide whether Noor acted 
unreasonably and outside of his 
training, which the prosecutor 
would need to charge Noor with 
acrime in Damond’s death. 

Freeman formed the grand 
jury despite a previous pledge 
to no longer use the panels in 
police-civilian shooting cases.

Intel panel 
OKs release of 
Dems’ memo 


Trump has five days to 
decide whether to allow it.

WASHINGTON - The House 
Intelligence Committee’s 
probe of Russian interference 
in the 2016 election spun fur- 
ther into charges and coun- 
tercharges among angry law- 
makers and President Donald 
Trump Monday as the panel 
voted to release a second clas- 
sified memo about whether the 
FBI and Justice Department 
conspired against him. 

This memo was written by 
committee Democrats who 
are pushing back against a 
GOP document, declassified 
by Trump last week, that criti- 
cizes the methods the FBI used 
to obtain a surveillance warrant 
on a onetime Trump campaign 
associate. The Democratic 
document attempts to coun- 
ter some of the arguments and 
evidence put forward by the 
Republicans.
